IT’S taking a mighty lot of dlf 
ferent materials tp win the war 
and build our brave new world, and 
often in studying the current news 
in preparation for writing this col 
limn I feel like breaking away from 
the formal article and just setting 
down some of the medley of im­ 
pressions which one gets from this 
humanized dally history of man­ 
kind—and today we’ll mix it up a 
bit 
What first—the war or the mur­ 
der case in British Nassau? 
All right, I’ll concede the mys­ 
tery story: Red-robed and bewig 
ged Chief Justice Sir Oscar Bed­ 
ford Daly declared in charging the 
iur-v: 
H P I 
“No man in the empire, even in 
time of war, can be found guilty 
except on verdict of a jury. 
Impression: That law applies in 
America, too. One of the things 
this war is being fought for is to 
sustain rights. You have that driv­ 
en home when you recall Hitler’s 
savage threat in his Munich beer- 
hall speech last week: 
“What happened in 1918 will not 
happen a second time. When many 
thousands must fall in battle, I 
will not hesitate to put a few 
hundred criminals (people advo­ 
cating peace) to death at home.” 
• • • 
The Red forces thundering south- 
westward from Kiev are a hundred 
miles or so from the Rumanian 
frontier. That border is Hitler’s lid 
which is keeping all hell from 
breaking loose in the Balkans. 
Impression: 
The moment 
the 
fuehrer is forced to withdraw his 
control from this cockpit of south 
eastern Europe, the Balkans will 
blow up in his face. No wonder 
the Allies and the Turks are whis­ 
pering animatedly 
• 
• 
War Production Board Chairman 
Donald Nelson, in telling a press 
conference about his recent trip to 
the Soviet Union, said the Rus­ 
sians had perfected the flow of 
materials in war industry—“I mean 
the flow of material into a plant, 
and the flow of material out, much 
better than we have.” 
Impression:, When you’re fight­ 
ing the greatest battles aver waged 
and are consuming blore war aa' 
terial than ore? before bks been 
poured into conflict, you have be 
alternative but to perfect pour 
flow of supplies. There can be no 
consideration in Russian ^industry 
of anything but to move supplies as 
fast as human strength and skill 
permit. That’s a home front job, 
and Russian civilians are a lot 
nearer the actualities of war than 
we in America.s e e 
Anthony Eden, British foreign 
secretary, gave the house of com 
mons an accounting of his steward 
ship at the Moscow tripartite con­ 
ference. He didn’t make many dis­ 
closures, but be did say that the 
major success of the parley was in 
“the basis of good-will and conf! 
dance” which it established among 
the Big Three. 
That naturally pleased this col­ 
umnist, who more than once before 
the conference suggested that the 
biggest thing which could come out 
of it would be the removal of dis­ 
trust among Britain, America and 
Russia, and the establishment of 
good will. Disputes will succumb to 
good will. 
Impression: That’s the founda­ 
tion of all peace. Also, it does 
seem like a good idea for a foreign 
minister, or other members of cab­ 
inet, to appear before parliament 
and talk direct to the members. 
Do I hear someone paging “that 
gallant American eagle”, »Mr. Cor­ 
dell Hull? 
• • • 
Robert Morrison, member of the 
British house of commons, sug­ 
gested that a reward be offered by 
the Allies for the capture or "de­ 
struction” of Nazi leaders. The 
foreign office replied that Allied 
plans now being worked out will 
make such a reward unnecessary 
Impression: That "last mile” is 
the toughest for the executioners, 
as we saw when they balked At 
“hanging the Kaiser” after the last 
war,

Mark W. Clark’s Americans of the 
Fifth army and the capture of one 
more commanding feature on the 
slopes of Mount Camino near Mig- 
nano at the western end of the 
Allied line where announced.

sharp patrol skirmishing in the 
central sector and exchanged ar. 
tillery

with 
the 
Germans 
across the Sangro river in the 
east. 
Counter-Attack Beaten Back 
A sharp German counter-attack 
at Calabrltto near Mlgnano was 
beaten back by Clark’s Fifth army. 
WJth little change in the last 
24 hours along the whole length 
of the front, Allied air forces open­ 
ed a new offensive on the supply 
lines of the fortress of Europe. 
Liberators of the 15th air force 
reached into southern France for 
two smashing blows at railways 
and war industries at Annecy and 
near Cannes in cooperation with 
similar assaults by the R.A.F. in 
Britain. R.A.F. Wellingtons struck 
at the freight yards at Prato near 
Florence. 
Despite the slow Allied march, 
the Germans apparently had little 
hope of holding Gaeta very long. 
Aerial reconnaissance showed they 
had blown up the oil tanka at that 
west coast port nine miles behind 
the present lines.

gain new footholds for further

There also was widespread Al­ 
lied air activity over the front and 
behind the lines. 
American Invaders blew up an

Warhawks attacked s e v e r a l 
strong points.

LONDON, Nov. 12—The German 
high command said today without 
Allied confirmation, a bombing and 
torpedo attack on an Allied convoy 
off Oran, French North Africa, re­ 
sulted in the sinking of four freight­ 
ers totaling 29,000 tons and two de­ 
stroyers.

y-'OV. BRICKER’!* avowal of bin candidacy for

the Republican presidential nomination next 
year is not startling news, because It had been 
anticipated.

announcement gives formal, public ap­ 
proval to all who are interesting themselves in 
Ute governor’s presidential possibilities. His cam ­ 
paign for the nomination now can proceed on a 
basis of fact, instead of assumption- His hat is 
In the ring. 


Within the state, the announcem ent resolves 
• doubt about the governor's Intention to ieav* 
the contest for the Republican governorship nom­ 
ination next year. This will create goodwill for 
him within his party. 


It is clear, especially iu the light of Republican 
victories In Kentucky and New York last week, 
that the Republican presidential nomination In 
1941 will not lack for candidates. The field will 
he large, and It promises to be active. 


As Ohio’s favorite son candidate, Gov. Bricker 
will be qualified by a record of administrative 
efficiency and the regard of a state which elect­ 
ed him to office three tim es—twice when the 
opposition party was carrying the state In a 
presidential election. Furtherm ore, in 1936, Mr. 
Bricker came within 4 percent of victory in bls 
first race. 


Ohioans can say without any reservation that 
their governor will m ake good In any Job that 
puts a premium on down-to-earth adm inistrative 
ability, lf that is what Americans think they are 
going to need in the presidency, beginning in 
1943, they had better keep their eye on John W. 
Bricker. 


Gestures Of Good intention 


'T H S senate's long-expected indorsement of the 
* 
good Intentions expressed in the Connelly 
resolution finally has been given, with only five 
dissenting votes. Both houses of congress now 
are on record in favor of international coopera­ 
tion to i n s t r u c t and maintain peace. 


The nationwide inclination to assume that this 
is decisive legislation closing forever the issue 
of American participation in whatever organisa­ 
tion may be created 
to accomplish 
what the 
League of Nations was Intended to accomplish 
after the war thundering to a close 25 years ago 
this week may be dangerous. Gestures of good 
intention are not conclusive. 


A quarter of a century ago the United States 
was full of good intentions about keeping the 
peace 
by international cooperation. 
While 
its 
convict ions never were crystallised in congres­ 
sional resolutions, as they have been iii the pres­ 
ent instance, they did exist and were expressed 
in the plans of Woodrow Wilson for a worldwide 
community of governments favoring peuee aud 
opposed to war. 
It a a s not until (lie specific details of that 
plan were submitted for review, first at Versailles 
* and later in the United .States senate, I hut there 
appeared tile irreconcilable differences of opinion 
which gradually corroded the shining principles 
of collaboration and warped the m anifestations 
of good faith into tile appearance of schemes 
urn! plots.- Distill*! set men against each other 
and finally produced the chaos and 
wretched 
waste of an even greater war. 
Tile senate properly lias reserved the right to 
exercise its constitutional duty to pass on thu 
term s of any treaty framed to Implement lls 
resolution of ooU ahoa'ion iii the post-war world. 
That will be tile crucial lest of the good Inten­ 
tions w hich m ite ween projected by congressional 
resolutions—whether or not when the hour of 
fateful decision arrives the actual term s of col­ 
laboration will be dealt with on a basis of high 
principles or narrow suspicion.

Therefore th ey cannot he short­ 
ening th eir lines, as generals«tnlght 
have done before the advent of 
air power, in ord er to strengthen 
a concentrated defense of Germany. 
In m odem war no nation can de­ 
fend itself on Its own frontier. 
A very possible, and indeed prob- ’ 
able explanation 
of the German ! 
strategy is that they do not dare 
to surrender their arm ies before 
they get them hack home.

T he German 
troops who are not killed in battle 
may, by this rear-guard action, su r­ 
vive the war.

Fly, in discontinuing his press conf, rence oh the 
ground they were uninteresting and unimportant. 
H e said reporters asked fatuous questions. 
I think nearly all press conferences are an un­ 
m itigated bore, Including that, of President Roose­ 
velt, and should be discontinued at least as regu­ 
lar affairs. A press conference should be called 
only when news of the greatest importance is to 
be announced. 
T h e t«n*m press conference Is a misnomer, any­ 
way. A conference is .supposed to he a formal 
m eeting 
fo r . deliberation 
and 
consultation 
on 
some official m atter. The so-called press con­ 
ference is nothing of the sort. R eporters are turn- 
moiled to an august presence and tossed a few 
grains of information of no great moment, W hile 
they may ask questions, they certainly do not 
participate in any deliberation and consultation. 
I think press conferences tend to destroy repor­ 
torial initiative. A reporter ought to go out and 
get his news on his own hook without waiting to 
have it passed out to him at a press conference, 
usually w ith restrictions. When he gets it him self 
he can use it without restrictions, at least when 
there is any real news involved.

If he 
does not care to have his information published, 
or even repeated, he should keep it to himself. 
One fellow iii public life who ought to abolish 
that "off the record’’ thing is tho leading con- 
londer at this time for tile Republican nomination 
for president. Wendell Willkie. He is the g reatest 
"off the record" man alive. Ile even holds "off 
the record" press conferences. Any reporter who 
attends one or flio.se is remiss in his duty to his 
newspaper.

F a reporter knows In advance lie Fs going to 
hear an "off the record" statem ent, he ought 
to remain aw ay, and c t the news second hand 
so ho can publLh it 
without compunctions of 
conscience, because as even Willkie m ust kuow 
everything he says is quickly passed around by 
word of mouth 
I think it is unfair for any public figure to call 
a press conference and then tell tho boys that 
anything said is “off the record”. 
I have come to the conclusion the press is not 
morally obligated 
to 
respect 
that 
admonition 
when the public figure wastes the time of report­ 
ers by calling them together, then asks them to 
withhold from the public the news they are paid 
for getting. 
Jim Farley used to be a g n a t "off the record" 
man w hen h r wa* hi public '^offic e, only Iii* pet 
phrase was “in this room ”. But I always had a 
suspicion that Jim usually told in presumed confi­ 
dence exactly w hat bo wanted to get in the news­ 
papers. knowing a secret related to a num ber of 
hum an beings at opec was bound to reach the 
public prints, yet in a way that could not be 
traced to hts responsibility. 
Maybe that is Mr. W in k le s "off the record" 
idea, too.

CLEVELAND, Nov. 12—Govern 
ment agents and city police began 
an investigation today of the fire 
which destroyed the Warren Re 
fining & Chemical Co. plant, kill 
ing four women employes and in 
jurtng 17 other persons. 
Second Assistant Fire Chief Jo­ 
seph F. Sweeney said reports indl 
cated four women employes were 
unable to escape when the blate 
swept the four-story brick building 
shortly before noon yesterday and 
caused damage which he estimated 
at $200,000. 
Listed as misting Vere: Mrs 
Mamie Schults, wife of a Cleveland 
detective; Mrs. Theresa Pentlero 
of Lakewood; Irma Balfour, former 
resident of Steubenville; and Ag* 
nee Bundt of East Cleveland. 
Blame Spontaneous /'ambustion 
Firemen said evidence pointed to 
spontaneous combustion as the 
oanse. 
Henry Holan, a shipping depart­ 
ment employe, was one of the first 
to see the flames as they burst 
forth in the mixing department on 
the second floor. He said the fire 
apparently started spontaneously 
in a drum of highly Volatile ma 
terial. 
Explosion* 
evidently 
occurred 
when flames reached inflammable 
materials used to process or manu­ 
facture oils, lubricants, floor wax­ 
es, polishes and varnishes. 
Firemen from 23 of the city’s 40 
companies rushed to the scene but 
were helpless because of the chem 
leal nature of the blaze. The build­ 
ing collapsed an hour after the fire 
started. 
13 Dragged To Safety 
Firemen used axes and bars to 
demolish a ventilating fan at ground 
level and dragged 13 men and wo­ 
men to safety. The four women 
listed as missing had been working 
on the top floor of the structure 
when the fire broke out.

Employes on the Erie railroad, 
which runs on the south side of 
the plant, said they saw a man 
and a woman screaming at win 
dows on the upper floor. 
Climbing on a box car, they as 
sisted the man to safety, blit re­ 
ported the woman had fallen back 
into the flames before they could 
repeh her. Other workers formed a 
human chain In groping their way 
through dense smoke down a stair­ 
way to the basement and safety 
through windows smashed by fire 
men.

Seaman Survives Bombing 
By ‘Dud’—And New Rocket

S 
WASTIKAS painted on the smokestack of a new Liberty ship is 
believed to be the reason a German bomber attacked his ship 
on Sept. 13, daring the Invasion of Salerno, ‘according to Seaman 
Floyd Rutter, who was aboard ship at the time. 
Bot the damage did not cripple the ship, for it proved to be a 
"dud 
bomb" 
that 
came 
down*

-................... ■ 
through a gun platform and into 
the captain’s quarters. 
“Dud bombs," explained the sea 
man, "are bombs believed to be 
made by the French and. as an 
act of sabotage against the Ger 
mans, are timed for an ineffective 
explosion, thus causing little dam 
age." He estimated that three out 
of every five bombs dropped by 
the Germans during the Salerno 
Invasion were duds. 
Seaman Rutter, of the maritime 
service, is spending a brief leave 
with his wife, Mrs. Mary Louise 
Rutter, and daughter Nancy, 201 
Baum st. 
"On Sept 13," he continued, "a 
convoy of Liberty ships was ab 
tacked between Gibraltar and Oran 
by 40 Helnkel torpedo bombers! 
The convoy shot down 17 of the 
Axis planes. Our ship took credit 
for two of them, which accounted 
for the swastikas painted on the 
smokestack." 
Two days dater, on Sept. 16, at 
7:80 a. rn., his ship again was 
bombed; and this time it was a 
direct hit on port side, amidship, 
by Germany’s new secret weapon, 
the 1,000-pound radio controlled 
bomb. 
According to the seaman, the 
bomb is towed by one plane and 
is released by radio from another 
that has far higher altitude, thus 
insuring greater accuracy. "They 
have never been known to miss 
making a direct hit," Seaman Rub 
ter said. 
He was attempting to get to his 
gun station when the bomb struck. 
He 
was 
knocked 
unconscious 
from the concussion but later hot 
steam pouring on his body from 
one of the damaged pipes revived 
him in time to abandon ship. 
He considers himself fortunate 
to be alive, with only shrapnel 
wounds and steam scalds to re­ 
mind him that he was one of only 
seven 
to 
escape. 
Immediately 
upon being hit, the ship burst into 
flames. 
It was an ordeal that he prob­ 
ably will relive again and again in 
memory, for he had the added ex­ 
perience of living through 40 air 
raids when the Germans were at­ 
tempting to knock out as much 
of the Allies’ supplies as possible, 
from the beginning of the inva­ 
sion on Sept. IO, until his ship 
was hit on the 16th. 
"Every man was alert, and not 
one of them slept during those 
five days," he added grimly. 
He was placed on another ship 


for medical care until the time 
when he had recovered sufficient­ 
ly to make the return trip home, 
and now he is a "man without a 
Job." 
In the merchant marine, "when 
a man’s ship is gone, his job is 
finished," and he must return 
home for re-assignment instead of 
transferring to another ship. 
He had only the highest of 
praise for the Red Cross and the 
army. He said they outfitted him 
with clothes, cigarets, a shaving 
kit, writing paper, and other es­ 
sentials as well as arranging for 
bis return trip home. 
However, what Seaman Rutter 
seemed anxious to stress was not 
the invasion itself and his harrow­ 
ing experiences, but the manner 
in which the army, navy, and mer­ 
chant marine worked together as 
a "well-organised unit" during the 
landing. 
"It was a unit without dissen­ 
sion that shared the same food and 
sleeping 
quarters, 
rather 
than 
each branch of the service work­ 
ing for itself alone," he said. 
He 
expressed 
that 
sincerity 
most when he declared, "I would 
back an army or navy fellow at 
any time, because they are grand 
to work with, and I am sure they 
would do Just as much for me." 
Seaman Rutter entered the serv­ 
ice in May, but it was no stranger 
to him; he had served a year in 
the maritime service in 1930. Be 
fore his re-enllstment, he was em 
ployed 
at the National 
Drawn 
Steel Co. 
He intends to "take it easy for 
a month” and then report back to 
New York for his papers and an­ 
other assignment for, as he ex­ 
pressed it, "the Job is started and 
there is no use to quit until it is 
finished. There is still plenty of 
work to be done."

In spite of the billions involved 
In the biggest interchange of goods 
and services of all time, nearly 
nine in every ten Americans either 
have an incorrect idea as to the re­ 
payment terms of the deal, or 
frankly admit they don't know 
its. basic principles. 
Reciprocity Little Known 
That there is such a thing as 
reverse lend-lease is known only 
to about a third of the American 
population. 
Post war planners in the interna­ 
tional field may see in the pub­ 
lic confusion registered by the 
poll, the seeds of an even more 
serious postwar misunderstanding. 
Tthe public opinion background 
to the led-lease airing was studied 
by the Institute in a series of ques­ 
tions, put to a scientifically se­ 
lected nationwide cross-section of 
American voters. 
One of these 
questions was: 
“What is your understanding of 
our agreement with England on 
lend-lease materials sent to Aer­ 
ie England supposed to pay us

In spite of 
this tuberculosis killed 60,000 peo­ 
ple in this country last year and 
it is still the greatest disease kill­ 
er of persons between 15 and 45.

working conditions, 
creates 
conditions 
which 
foster 
break­ 
downs with tuberculosis and its 
spread from the sick to the well. 
“The whole country faces the need 
of intensified tuberculosis control 


seal- of the American tuberculosis 
associations is being used by the 
national tuberculosis organisations 
of England, Canada, Mexico and 
Brazil to raise funds for their re­ 
spective campaigns against the dis 
ease. 
The use of the ldenticaf Christ­ 
mas seal by five of the United 
Nations is particularly significant 
in the face of the wartime rise in 
tuberculosis that is occurring in 
many parts of the world, the league 
concluded.

Era a smalltown newspaper, edited with wisdom, vision, 
and integrity, can become a national Influence, its gui­ 
dance sought in Washington by Congress, the Adminis­ 
tration, and the over-hardened agencies which straggle 
with the war s emergencies. 


Day by day, the newspapers unfold for us a clearer pic­ 
ture of the astonishing accomplishments of this democracy 
at war.
